A primer is a little thing, 
but so is the 100th of an inch that 
makes a benchrest champion. 


Over 90% of the shooters at the 1971 Inter- 
national Benchrest Shooters Championship 
Matches used Remington primers.

The key to primer performance is “sensitivity”. .. making 
sure the primer consistently ignites with minimum striking 
force. And the key to primer sensitivity is the explosive 
mixture. 

Some time ago, Remington engineers decided that lead 
styphnate should form the explosive base rather than the 
potassium chlorate-mercury fulminate mixture used then. As 
a result, two serious problems were solved. First, the residue 
from lead styphnate won’t corrode the gun. Second, there is 
no mercury to attack the brass. (Which is why we.call them 
“Kleanbore” primers... the name says it all.) 

Along with the basic explosive (we make our own... from 
scratch) fuels, oxidizers and a sensitizer must be added. We 
use an organic explosive called ‘’tetrazene’’ to increase the 
sensitivity of lead styphnate and to help make sure that mis- 
fires are virtually eliminated. Oxidizers and fuels are added 
to help control the violence of the explosion and to increase 
the ignition power and efficiency of the priming mixture. 
Basically, that’s the explosive-mixture story. Except for one 
extra, exclusive touch: each Remington primer pellet is made 
with a tiny drop of shellac added to the mixture. The result is 
a degree of protection from moisture. 

The smallest primer component—the anvil—also has a 
great influence on primer sensitivity. Anvils for center fire 
cartridges and shotshells were easier to design than the an- 
vils used in pistol/revolver ammunition ... because a rifle or 
shotgun hammer delivers more force. So, Remington engi- 
neers designed two special anvils for pistol and revolver am- 
munition. The embossed fin on one and the truncated cone on 
the other help improve anvil sensitivity. 
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Even though the tiny 
anvils are produced 
by the millions, each 
is made, and must 
conform to rigid 
specifications, to a 
minute fraction of 
an inch. And each is 
subject to close in- 
spection. 

The “hot” primer is something handloaders and shooters 
still argue about. But it makes sense to believe that if the hot 
primer really added to ballistics, Remington would be way 
out front with a hot primer. However, continuing Remington 
research leads us to conclude that a hot primer doesn’t sig- 
nificantly improve ballistics or accuracy. It may add a few 
feet per second, but it also generates greater pressures... . 
which isn’t always a safe thing. If you’re interested in im- 
proving ballistics and accuracy, you'll accomplish more by 
working with the front end of the cartridge instead of the 
rear. As one of our more philosophical research people put it: 
“Why light a cigarette with a blowtorch?”

Official Notice 


The Annual Meeting of I.B.S. is to 
be held January 13 & 14, 1973 at the 
George Washington Motor Lodge in 
Allentown, Penna. Dr, Lewis Knox 
is Chairman of the Arrangements 
Committee. There will be a special 
program for the ladies. 


The bylaws of I.B.S. require the 
publishing of the agenda of the Annu- 
al Meeting for three successive issues

“Precision Shooting” prior to the 
meeting. 

The members of the Executive 
Committee have been requesting the 
members to submit items for dis- 
cussion and necessary action since 
the last annual meeting. The follow- 
ing list of proposals are those that 
have been suggested and will be in- 
cluded in the agenda of the Annual 
Meeting. 


1. Committee reports including de- 
layed and/or tabled committee re- 
ports. 


2; Report of the Referee School 
and Range Officers School. 


3. Consideration of continuing 
NBRSA Liaison Committee. 


4. Consideration of establishing 
the Powder-Puff Match as an annual 
event to be held at the time of the 
International Varmint Championship 
matches.

5. A fly sheet should be printed 
and distributed with the Precision 
Shooting magazine containing the 
additions and corrections of rules to 
the Rule Book. 

6. Determine a means to partly 
subsidize directors traveling long dis- 
tances to the annual meeting such as 
an assessment per gun for a regis- 
tered match, shot for center matches, 
etc. 

7. Addition to Rule Book—TIf a 
match must be stopped the Range 
Officer must add one extra minute 
to the time limit for each time the 
match stopped. 

8. Consideration on whether an 
International Championship Match 
for Bench Rest and Experimental 
rifles consist of 5 ten shot matches 
or 10 ten shot matches — tabled from 
last year. 

9. Addition to the Rule Book— 
Flags may be placed by individuals 
prior to drawing for benches. Moving 
of flags after drawing for benches 
may be by permission of Range Offi- 
cer only and then the Referees must 
check thru the scope of the com- 
petitor to ascertain that interference 
actually exists. 

10. Discuss mental alertness dur- 
ing a match and recommend an atti- 
tude that Range Officers and Referees 
can pursue with official I.B.S. sanc- 
tion.

11. Clarification and addition to 
the Rule Book for Varmint rifles 
only on the question of permitting 
a barrel to be permanently fastened 
to the stock allowing the receiver to 
float. 

12. Recommend but not mandate 
whether championship matches 
should be held during the week or 
encompass the week-end to provide 
travel time for competitors traveling 
long distances. 


13. Consideration of holding one 
complete class per day for Sporter 
and Light Varmint at championship 
matches, 


14. Explore the possibility of two 
different championship matches. 
Light Varmint and Sporter at one 
time and Heavy Varmint at another 
time. 

15. Increase dues or range fees to 
cover cost of leasing a home range 
with adequate facilities to conduct a 
championship match. 

16. Increase dues or range fees to 
establish a paid professional squad - 
to conduct matches. 

17. Change the rules to allow 
match officials to compete in regis- 
tered tournaments but not score their 
own targets. 

18. Permit competitor participa- 
tion in changing targets, working 
target crew and scale measure targets 
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for official scorer. This will hope- 
fully provide greater inducement for 
various ranges to conduct matches. 

19. Have I.B.S. official weights 
available on lend basis for one tour- 
nament period only or to have travel- 
ing master weights. 

20. Provide official I.B.S. measur- 
ing device for each member of the 
Measuring Committee during their 
tenure as a committee member. 

21. Match winners at champion- 
ship matches may have the option 
of receiving a patch or tie. 

22. Change the name from Inter- 
national Benchrest Shooters to Inter- 
national Benchrest Riflemen. 

23. Discuss the possibility of 
having a column in P.S, to introduce 
new shooters attending their first 
LB.S. registered match. 

24. A means be established of 
eliminating the area between sighter 
target and record target as a “no 
man’s land” and clarify for addition 
to the Rule Book where the sighter 
target ends and the record target 
begins. 

25. Discuss the possibility of al- 
leviating the penalty of a shot fired 
as a result of malfunction of the rifle. 

26. Consideration that we draw 
for benches at time of registering 
for match and not weigh guns prior 
to shooting. At end of match weigh 
the top ten. This does not mean to 
discourage a “spot check” for weight 
during the match. 

27. When rotating benches, speci- 
fy an elapsed time between command 
to place rifles on the benches and 
command to commence firing. 

28. Discuss the advisability of 
using the best 5 out of 6 targets for 
aggregate record. 

29. Clarify and add to the Rule 
Book the penalty for a cross fire. 

30. Mandatory that flags be pro- 
vided by host range at all registered 
matches. 

31. Require alternating benches in 
all registered matches. Note this will 
require an increase in match fees. 

32. Establish who is to be re- 
sponsible for targets at a champion- 
ship match. How long are the back- 
ers to be saved for reference. 

33. Discuss an “Act of God” hap- 
pening where only one or any small 
number of shooters on a relay is in- 
volved and include a statement in 
the rules as a guideline for referees. 

34. Discuss as an addition to the 
rule book to give a 15 second warn- 
ing as well as a 2 minute warning. 

35. Establish requirements for 
membership as a club. 

36. Discuss a means of awarding 
a patch or trophy at all registered 


matches for 100 yard aggregate and 
200 yard aggregate. 

37. Discuss adoption of advance 
registration forms with a $5.00 mini- 
mum deposit for all registered 
matches. 

38. Suggest universal nomen- 
clature for registered matches as fol- 
lows: Warm up, Match Nos. 1, 2, 3, 
4, and 5. Correct forms accordingly. 

39. Review International Records. 

40. That the Executive Board 
adopt, revise and maintain a list of 
questions to be presented to candi- 
dates for the offices of President and 
Treasurer; the answers to said ques- 
tions to be published in Precision 
Shooting magazine prior to the in- 
clusion of the annual ballot. The 
express purpose of these questions 
to enable the voting membership to 
know each candidate’s standing on 
important issues prior to his election 
to office. That the Executive Board 
further use the same questions and 
each candidate’s answer to them in 
their determination of the candidates 
for the offices of Vice President, 
Second Vice President and Secretary. 

Specific suggestions as to the ques- 
tions to be submitted would revolve 
around the following:

Worn | 
Barrel Pressures 


There are pretty definite indi- 
cations that worn, eroded barrels, 
especially those using slow powder 
cartridges, can give erratic pressures 
high enough to cause case failure or 
worse. This phenomena is not limit- 
ed to slow powder cartridges how- 
ever. It apparently occurs in any 
cartridge large enough to cause 
trouble if anything goes wrong. 


The test data available shows 
pressure measurements on a worn 
out .243 Win. compared to a new 
barrel. With loads of 40 grains of 
4350 and the Hornady 100-gr. in the 
worn barrel, pressures varied from 
49,000 to 76,000 psi. In the new 
barrel under the same conditions, 
pressures varied from 40,000 to 44,- 
000 psi. 

With loads of 20 grains of 4350 in 
the worn barrel, pressures of 48,000 
were measured while the same load 
in the new barrel gave a max of 
25,000 psi. 

You will note that the pressure 
quotations are in pounds per square 
inch indicating that the measure- 
ments were made with a mechanical- 
electrical transducer. If they were 
made by the more common method 
using copper crushers with rifle 
cartridges or lead crushers with shot 
shells, the units would have been 
CUPS (copper units of pressure) or 
LUPS (lead units of pressure).

This same phenomena has been re- 
ported in other calibers apparently 
caused by worn eroded barrels. 


It is unlikely that bench rest shoot- 
ers will experience these problems 
with bench rest rifles. Bench rest 
accuracy is gone long before this 
type of erosion occurs. 

These initial tests may explain the 
occurrence of catastrophic failures in 
rifles with light loads of slow burn- 
ing powders in large cases. Further 
test work will prove or disprove this 
theory. 

Theorizing on what happens under 
the circumstances is beyond the 
scope of the data available, but let’s 
do it anyway. If you have looked 
at a badly eroded chamber throat 
through a borescope you know that it 
looks similar to a randomly ploughed 
field. This erosion can sometimes ex- 
tend for a third of the barrel length 
or more. If the roughness extends 
for a length of more than 2 or 3 
inches the pressure peak will es- 
sentially always occur while the 
bullet is in the “ploughed field”. In 
most instances the peak will occur 
in the first 3 inches. 

There is evidence that bullets up- 
set to fill the bore at the breech. 
Dr. Mann cites evidence of upset at 
the muzzle of 11 inch barrels with 
jacketed bullets. So, the bullet moves 
into the “ploughed field”. The 
pressure peak causes plastic upset, 
mechanically locking the expanded 
bullet into the rough surface. We 
now have what might be considered

a plugged bore. We all know what 
happens when you plug the hole! 
From a more conservative viewpoint, 
the engraving forces have to be con- 
siderably higher in a rough, large 
throat than in a new one. If the en- 
graving forces are higher, pressures 
are higher. At least this is what ex- 
perience indicates. It was not sus- 
pected heretofore that the pressure 
excursions in eroded barrels would 
exceed the strength limit of the car- 
tridge case. But, at least one test 
did show such an occurrence.

On August 27, 1972, 69 shooters 
journeyed to the Orig. Pa. 1,000 Yd. 
Br. Club, Inc. range at Cascade for 
the first IBS championship match.

The program consisted 
of spotted sighter shots, followed by 
a 10 shot string of spotted record 
shots at 1000 yds.

was Gault and Bob did his own 
stock. The scope was Unertl 15X 
and the load was 75 gr. of 4831 with 
Remington 914 Magnum primers in 
Norma cases. The bullet was the 
Sierra 168 gr.

The Importance of 
Proper Stock Fit 


In the early 1960’s, when many 
leading shooters were just starting 
to switch from their M52 and M40-X 
straight-stocked rifles to the free 
rifles being promoted by internation- 
al shooters, one of the most common 
questions I fielded was, “Why are 
my scores with the free rifle lower 
than they were with my old rifle?” 

My own experience has been that 
there is almost no rifle that I can 
pick up and start shooting good con- 
sistent scores with immediately no 
matter how well designed it is. After 
six years of trying to adapt factory 
stocks to my own techniques, I final- 
ly decided in 1964 to design and have 
my own stock built incorporating 
everything I had learned about stock 
design. When my stock to end all 
stocks was completed, I found to my 
dismay that I still couldn’t turn in 
consistent performances with it. 

After about two months of con- 
tinual work with the stock, however, 
I was able to get it to the point where 
it did exactly what I wanted it to do. 
Actually, I changed it very little, but 
the changes I did make were very 
important, as I later concluded. Only 
small fractions of an inch were in- 
volved in the changes I made in 
cheek piece thickness and _ height, 
length of pull and thumb rest angle. 

The point to all this is that you 
just don’t go down to the local sport- 
ing goods store, buy a high grade 
target rifle off the rack and then go 
out and expect to shoot consistently 
good scores. The fit of the rifle and 
the accessory adjustments must be 
worked out, often over an extended 
period of time, so that the rifle be- 
comes perfectly adapted to the shoot- 
er’s position. 
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One of the most common reasons 
why a shooter cannot immediately 
adapt himself to a new rifle is the 
shape and size of the cheek piece. 
Numerous examples come to mind. 
Witness the large number of stocks 
you see on the line with cardboard 
or sheets of paper taped to the cheek 
piece to build up the stock. Some 
free rifle stocks such as the Win- 
chester 52D International stock are 
really designed for prone shooting 
and have to be re-shaped before they 
can be successfully used for kneel- 
ing and standing. A third case in 
point are the large number of small- 
bore prone shooters who feel they 
have to make a new built-up cheek 
piece before they can use their rifles 
for serious prone position work. 

The cheek piece must fulfill two 
purposes. First, it must permit the 
shooter to put his head in the right 
position, and second, it must provide 
the proper amount of face contact. 
If the cheek piece misses on either 
count, the shooter will be giving 
away points that can only be gained 
back by changing the cheek piece 
until it fulfills these two criteria 
correctly. 

If the cheek piece doesn’t let the 
shooter put his head in the right 
position, he will actually end up 
changing his entire body position to 
get his head in a place where he can 
see through the sights. When one of 
our local junior shooters tried to 
start using a 52D International, his 
scores dropped dramatically until we 
discovered that the full, round prone- 
style cheek piece was forcing him to 
tip his head over to the sight from 
above the cheek piece rather than 
letting him lay his head naturally 
alongside the stock so his head could 
remain erect. Rolling his head over 
onto the stock also moved his shoul- 
ders and back out of proper position 
ruining the entire position. 


There are two cures for this prob- 
lem. One is to cant the rifle until it 
reaches the head when the head is 
held in proper position as opposed 
to trying to move the head to the 
rifle. The stock that is designed for 
shooting in all three positions often 
is too full for a good standing head 
position. This is why you see most 
of our top shooters canting their 
rifles in standing position. Many ex- 
cellent shooters also use some cant 
in kneeling. 


The second solution to the problem 
of an incorrectly proportion cheek 
piece is to change the cheek piece. 
The 52D International cheek piece, 


se

for example, can be used in standing 
and kneeling only after some vigor- 
ous wood rasping has been done to 
the side of the stock. When a stock 
is cut down to make it fit, this cut- 
ting should be done slowly and only 
with frequent checking to see that 
too much wood has not been cut off. 
The last two or three cuts should be 
made only after a few trips to the 
range have been used to check the 
previous cut. 

The cheek piece must also pro- 
vide proper face contact or cheek 
pressure. Both too much and too 
little cheek pressure are common 
causes of shooting problems. If the 
cheek piece is too high and the shoot- 
er must use too much pressure to 
see through the sight, he usually has 
to distort some other aspect of his 
position to keep his head in place. 
If the cheek piece is too small, the 
shooter often has to use muscles in 
his neck and shoulders to maintain 
an artificial head position that does 
not rest naturally on the stock. 

The best way to check cheek piece 
fit is simply to put the head on the 
stock in the proper position, apply 
what you feel is the correct amount 
of cheek pressure, and -then see if 
you are looking directly through the 
sight. If not, then change the cheek 
piece until you can look through the 
sight while still maintaining correct 
cheek pressure and head position. 
Many prone specialists build com- 
pletely new, removable, high cheek. 
pieces to accomplish this task. A 
simpler solution is to add a few 
thicknesses of target paper to the 
top of the cheek piece if the fit is 
fairly close already. 

Again, it is especially important to 
work out the final cheek piece height 
slowly and with several serious trips 
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to the range to test the stock. Quite 
often, in fact, the shooter will not 
discover exactly how his stock fits 
until he has a chance to try it in one 
or two matches. Match pressure has 
a way of not only changing things, 
but also of making the shooter much 
more sensitive to minor deficiencies 
hg was unable to see in the relaxed 
setting of practice. 

There is a special reason why this 
discussion of stock fit focuses pri- 
marily on the cheek piece. This is 
because the head position is really 
the key to the entire position. Try 
shifting your head around in a shoot- 
ing position sometime and see just 
how much this changes the way you 
have to use or change other parts of 
your body. If the head is not in the 
right position, it is impossible to get 
a good body position. Thus, fitting 
a new stock to a shooter must focus 
on the fit of the cheek piece. 

There are other minor changes that 
may be necessary to make a stock 
conform to a_shooter’s positions, 
Stock length is often critical. Some- 
times a stock is so long the trigger 
is difficult to reach in kneeling or 
standing, but more often the problem 
caused by excessive stock length is 
simply one of getting the rifle weight 
or balance properly located. De- 
pending on how much a _ shooter 
emphasizes muzzle weight in his po- 
sition techniques, he may need to cut 
one or two centimeters of length off 
his factory stock. Most of our top 
shooters do this to both their free 
rifle and standard rifle stocks when 
they get them from the factory. 

Trying to decide how long to keep 
the stock is more difficult than fit- 
ting a cheek piece since there are 
no simple checks to perform to de- 
termine whether the weight and 
balance are properly located. This 
is basically a problem of sensation 
or “feel.” If the shooter, after sever- 
al days and sometimes months of 
experience with a particular stock 
length, gets the sensation that he 
doesn’t have sufficient control over 
the rifle’s muzzle inertia, then the 
stock should be cut off. Cuts should 
be made one centimeter at a time. 
Caution should also be used not to 
shorten a stock too much, since an 
excessively short stock prevents the 
muzzle weight of the barrel from 
working to the advantage of the 
shooter in minimizing his body move- 
ments. 

The shape of the pistol grip or 
thumbhole can also cause difficul- 
ties in adapting a new rifle. Most of 
the time, a perceptive shooter can 
“feel” in his hand whether the pistol

grip is doing the job. If the trigger 
finger feels cramped and does not 
act freely in pulling the trigger, the 
hand is probably in the wrong po- 
sition. If the thumb rest or thumb- 
hole angle is wrong, the whole hand 
is strained and the trigger finger 
cannot act independently. The so- 
lution to this is to get out the carving 
tools and make the small changes 
necessary to put the thumb in the 
right position. A good way to check 
this is to hold the hand in the po- 
sition you want it to be but off of 
the stock. Then put the hand on the 
pistol grip and see if it is forced out 
of that natural position. 

Sometimes the problem can_ be 
caused by an oversized pistol grip. 


Again, if the hand must be expanded 
too much it can be put under an 
artificial strain that inhibits trigger 
action. The remedy is to diminish 
the size of the pistol grip. 

In any discussion of fitting a stock 
to a shooter, one word of caution 
should be noted. So many shooters 
get the idea that they can solve all 
their problems if they can just get 
their stock right. Every time these 
shooters have a bad score, out comes 
the carving knife, rasp and plastic 
wood. They get caught in an end- 
less cycle of stock modification that 
never does solve their problem. 
Stock fit doesn’t mean this at all. It 
simply means that for the first two 
or three months that a new stock is 


used, it is necessary for the shooter 
to carefully check it to see that it 
does the job it is supposed to do. 
Once the stock is properly fitted, then 
this part of marksmanship prepa- 
ration should be forgotten, perma- 


nently. Only when serious problems 
are discovered should any additional 
modifications be considered. 

The basic principle for all stock 
fitting operations is that the rifle 
should be fitted to the shooter’s po- 
sitions instead of adapting the shoot- 
er’s positions to the rifle. Consistent 
shooting success will never be at- 
tained unless this principle is fol- 
lowed.

With events of such magnitude oc- 
curring in rapid-fire succession, we 
have no intention of slighting any of 
the above shooters whose perform- 
ances have been really outstanding. 
Each is a headliner in his own right. 

Still, the Olympics must take prece- 
dence. Certainly, no happening has 
ever elicited the millions of words in 
the news media nor been viewed by 
so many millions on TV as the XX 
OLYMPIAD! From the inspiration 
and pageantry, the lofty ideals of the 
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“festival of hope”, which brought out 
the finest qualities in athletes and 
observers alike during the stirring 
opening ceremonies of the “Serene 
Olympics” ... to the utter tragedy 
evoked by those intruders who dese- 
crated the spirit of peace, brother- 
hood, and sportsmanship symbolic of 
the Olympic Games; it has all been 
covered. You have shared in the 
bitterness and outrage over obvious- 
ly biased decisions in several of the 
events, resulting in a slur on the 
integrity of the Games themselves 
via certain officials of the 1.0.C.... 
Yet, there is more to be said. 

The delightful hospitality of the 
Bavarians, the beautiful Olympic Vil- 
lage constructed by the city of Mu- 
nich, and the magnificent shooting 
complex, are things to be remembered 


always by those fortunate enough to 
have enjoyed them. ... For two of 
the U.S. riflemen — JOHN WRITER 
and LONES W. WIGGER, JR.— the 
mammoth 4000 - foot -long rainbow 
over the stadium had a very special 
meaning. They collected an im- 
pressive share of the contents of the 
pot of gold at the end of that rain- 
bow ... “and the dreams that they 
dared to dream really did come true”, 
according to the words of the song. 
It was with mixed emotions that 
VICTOR L. AUER accepted his silver 
medallion, although LANNY BASS- 
HAM was quite exuberant over his 
silver “treasure”. There was a de- 
cided difference in their situations. 

It is a low blow to equal the World 
and Olympic Records of 598 in the 
English Match, to be posted as the 
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Major Lones W. Wigger, Jr., U.S. Army, 
1972 Olympic Gold Medalist at 300- 
meters. Wigger, who established a new 
World Record with his 379 Standing, 
out-ranked Boris Melnik of the Soviet 
Union, on the basis of his last 10 shots 
Kneeling. Both scored 1155. 


winner and acclaimed as the Olym- 
pic gold medalist . . . only to have 
a completely unknown shooter come 
from below the top ten posted scores 
to claim the gold medal and World 
and Olympic Records!!!. . . . Despite 
his disappointment, Vic is display- 
ing commendable sportsmanship and 
wrote from Munich, “. . .Neverthe- 
less, Vic has no excuse for not firing 
the 600 he came here for.” 


It is incredible to any serious shoot- 
er that a competitor totally without 
benefit of world-class experience 
could withstand the pressure of the 
Olympic Games sufficiently to even 
fire the 595 score which the elec- 
tronic scoring device credited to 
“what’s his name” from North Korea. 
But, he was accompanied by his own 
personal goon squad of raucous 
demonstrators who loudly “com- 
municated” with the firer in ques- 
tion. Who is to say whether or not 
it was coaching? The fact remains 
that it was a flagrant violation of 
Olympic rules and was, additionally, 
disturbing to the competitors. The 
disgraceful behavior of the North 
Koreans was protested repeatedly by 
delegates, range referees, and spec- 
tators; but the protests were dis- 
allowed! The officiating officer, 
Colonel Riesch of West Germany, 
ordered the North Koreans to cease 
their noisy behavior or else their 
shooter would be disqualified. He 
said to one of them, “I know that 
you speak English, and there is a 


match going on.” As soon as he left, 
the entire squad of North Korean 
demonstrators literally laughed 
aloud. ... A lady from the Virgin 
Islands, who had protested the out- 
rageous actions of the North Ko- 
reans, also stated that they had 
shoved her practically out of her 
seat. 

In response to questions by re- 
porters, the North Korean, “what’s 
his name”, replied that he had shot 
in matches in a number of East Euro- 
pean countries which he named, in- 
cluding Czechoslovakia and Poland. 
He also revealed that his North Ko- 
rean Premier “instructed him to fire 
as though shooting at the enemy”!

In the event that we have been too 
hard on the North Korean — who 
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now holds the World and Olympic 
Records of 599 for the English Match 
—let us give him the benefit of the 
doubt and assume that the value of 
the shot holes in the targets was un- 
affected by having been scored twice 
with the electronic scoring device 
and that his 599 score was unbiased 
and legitimate... . Proceeding with 
this assumption, it seems a propitious 
time to again promote the upgrading 
of the English Match and the elimi- 
nation of the “luck element’. A 60- 
shot course can hardly be considered 
a true World or Olympic Champion- 
ship assessment of skill. It has long 
been advocated that the 50-meter 
prone match should be extended to 
three times over the course for 180 
shots. The International Shooting 
Union would, I feel certain, welcome 
your views on this matter, in order 
to take action prior to the 1974 World 
Games.

Before going on to the other rifle 
competitions, let’s consider a lighter 
and/or brighter side of the English 
Match event. Last month Random 
Shots predicted that Vie Auer would 
need to modify his angle somewhat 
in order to position himself on the 
shooting table which was 1.1 meters 
in width. In fact, that was what he 
concentrated on most in practice at 
Quantico when the shooting team 
assembled there prior to being feted 
at the White House before leaving 
for Munich. ... Try to envision Vic 


shooting in the Olympics—: his legs, 
normally in a flat and widespread 
posture, not quite fitting on the table;

Pres Kendall 
therefore, his left foot was hanging 
over the edge of the table. That ne- 
cessitated placing his spotting scope 
in the middle of the shooting table, 
as his upper torso was as far to the 
right as he dared. Little wonder that 
he muttered under his breath, “A 
table is meant to eat on, not to lie 
on!!!” 

After arrival at the Olympic Vil- 
lage, Vic lost no time in going through 

(next page please) 
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“control” for inspection of his equip- 
ment. Rather than snipping buttons 
from his shooting coat, officials were 
puzzled because there were no but- 
tons on it... . He had replaced his 
old trust cloth coat with a 10X leather 
coat, which be bought from Adolph 
Willbrandt. According to Vic, “Wil- 
lie is fatter than I am, so the buttons 
didn’t do any good.” Sans buttons, 
Vic simply lay on the left side of his 
shooting jacket, with the right side 
being loose. No artificial support 
there! 

The English Match silver medalist 
was not only conspicuous by his 
“early American” position, but also 
as the only competitor firing a cus- 
tom barrel. As Vic described it, they 
looked at him “as though he were 
the prone shooter from Outer Space.” 
After his 17-year-old 52C was stolen, 
Vic bought a very accurate rifle 
from Dick Burkhart (who had suf- 
fered a heart attack, which limited 
his shooting) — another 52C, with 
sleeved action and Allen trigger. He 
had the Douglas barrel fluted, which 
attracted particular attention in Mu- 
nich, as did the Swem-type bedder. 
He used his own aluminum butt as- 
sembly .. . and Anschutz sights... . 
To set the record straight, it was this 
rifle which Vic shot in the Olympic 
tryouts, not the Anschutz with adjust- 
able cheekpiece, with which he is 
also shooting well but which he had 
had for too brief a time. 


Vie Auer, shooting on point #98, 
third from the right on the firing 
line, dropped his 13th and 15th shots, 
“Creedmooring” Nicolae Rotaru, the 
very fine shooter from Romania, who 
lost a point on the last stage. Both 
Auer and Rotaru, who fired a 599 
this year, were highly favored by the 
International Shooting Sport... . On

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his first point lost, Vic’s shot split 
the 9-line at 3 o’clock. He took a click 
of left windage and got a scratch 10 
at 4 o’clock. Just as he fired the 15th 
shot, the flags became dead still, and 
he went out just barely at 10 o’clock 
(close enough to challenge). 

Apropos of our earlier discussion, 
the Puerto Rican shooters have ex- 
pressed the view that Auer has 
“broken the ice” by being the first 
U.S. prone shooter to be awarded an 
Olympic berth and “English Match 
shooting will gain on ability to shoot 
instead of fortune.” 

Competition was exciting among 
the 4th and 9th places as_they all 
scored 597’s. Lones Wigger was only 
2 points down until his 4th from last 
shot, which he dropped. That must 
have been frustrating! The 597’s 
stacked up as follows: Giuseppe de 
Chirico, Italy; Jiri Volger, Czecho- 
slovakia; Jaime Santiago, a really 
dedicated “Precision Shooter” from 
Puerto Rico, of whom we are very 
proud; Wigger; Dr. Laszlo Hammerl, 
Hungary; and Andrzej Trajda, Po- 
land. ... It is interesting to recall 
that at the 1964 Olympics, Hammer] 
won the gold medal and Wigger, the 
silver, both scoring 597, to become 
co-holders of the World and Olympic 
medals.

In Memoriam— 

As it is my painful privilege to pay 
final respects to another of our be- 
loved octogenarians, one reflects on 
the increased longevity of the dedi- 
cated shooter. His way of life, the 
activity, the time spent outdoors... 
are surely a testimonial to extending 
the life span through shooting. 

CLARENCE BACKSTRAND was a 
delightful person and quite amazing. 
Badly crippled with arthritis so that 
he could no longer get into shooting 
position, he still drove one of the fast- 
est Corvettes on the road (it factory 
tested at 140 mph). When I first be- 
gan to shoot with him in 1950, he 
was 65 and winning metallic aggre- 


gates at the Los Angeles Rifle & Re- 
volver Club and throughout the far 
southwest. It was in that same year 
that he was half of a record-breaking 
2-man team at 50-yds iron at the Los 
Angeles Rifle & Revolver Club range. 
We featured Clarence and his team 
partner in the January 1963 P.S., 
with George Kirk (who has moved 
back to Pennsylvania) and his news- 
worthy rifle on the cover. A photo 
of Clarence and George Kirk appears 
in that issue with the story in Ran- 
dom Shots about Kirk’s salvaging the 
barrel from Roy Gradle’s trash heap 
and anchoring it to a weather-beaten 
piece of 2’ x 4’, from which he 
fashioned a stock using a saw and 
hand axe. The receiver was fastened 
by two bolts through the stock, and 
the barrel rested above the top of 
the stock. .. . We were indebted to 
Clarence for supplying the details of 
that bit of shooting lore which at- 
tracted much attention. 

Clarence’s love for shooting dated 
dated back to the early 1890’s when 
his uncle took him squirrel hunting 
in the big maple woods of Penn. He 
was taught to always keep his rifle 
unloaded when walking through the 
woods, climbing fences, or riding in 
the buggy. If young Clarence be- 
came careless about firearms safety, 
his uncle punished him by making 
him stay with the horse and buggy 
instead of hunting. Clarence thought 
him the meanest man in the world 
at the time, but realized later that it 
was the best possible training for a 
youngster. 

He began shooting smallbore in 
1902, but eased off for 15 years 
while concentrating on military big 
bore. He qualified for Distinguished 
Marksman in 1904, 1905, and 1906, in 
which year he was awarded a gold 
bar for being a firing member of 
the Calif. State High Power Team at 
Perry. He served in the Riverside 
(Calif.) Company M of the National 
Guard. ... During World War II, he 
tutored March Air Force Base flyers. 
in rifle techniques. . . . When he 
settled down to shooting: smallbore 
in earnest, he was a serious threat... 
After he had to hang up his rifles, 
we always looked forward to his 
visits to the range. His wealth of 
stories was inexhaustible, and his 
sense of humor and gracious manner 
were unsurpassed. 


As we sound taps for the venerable 
“old timer”, it is with the realization 
that the lives of those who knew him 

. and the shooting game itself... 
were enriched by association with a 
wonderful competitor and friend— 
Clarence Backstrand. 
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What’s it all about? 


In conversations with IBS mem- 
bers, it is evident that there is a 
rather high fog count and misunder- 
standing as to what the Annual Postal 
Matches are all about. The objective 
of the following is to cut down the 
fog count and let everyone know 
where he or she fits into the Postal 
Match activities. 

First of all, anyone who is an IBS 
member can be a member of the USA 
Postal Team. Furthermore, it doesn’t 
cost any additional fees, nor do you 
have to fire an additional shot in a 
registered match to win an Inter- 
national Postal Match award. How 
about that! 

Back in 1970, with the approval of 
the IBS Executive Board, initial con- 
tact was made with the Canadian 
and Australian Benchrest Shooting 
groups. Mike Walker took on this 
responsibility; and with the hard 
work of George Wachmann, Oakville, 
Ontario, and Harry Madden, Bris- 
bane, Queensland, Australia, rules 
and procedures were established. I 
accepted the Chairmanship for the 
USA during April, 1972. Mike had 
everything well in hand and the 
transfer of responsibility was smooth 
and easy. 

Let’s review how the Postal Match- 
es work so far as the USA IBS mem- 
ber is concerned, and how you can 
become an IBS team member. Two 
classes of rifles are involved based 
on weight—10% pounds and 13% 
pounds. Light Varmint and Sporter 
fall into the 10% pound class, and 
Heavy Varmint fills the bill for the 
13% pound class. The reason for 
weight being the controlling factor 
in establishing classes concerns it- 
self with the difference in equip- 
ment, weight limits, and rules in 
each nation involved. This has re- 
moved the possibility of any unfair 
advantage for one team. 


Each nation involved has its own 
means of team selection and obtain- 
ing scores. In the USA, we use our 
Annual Sporter and Varmint Champi- 
onships, this year held at Fassett, as 
the method of obtaining our team. 
The five best sets of targets in the

Sporter and/or Light Varmint Rifle 
classes make up the five team mem- 
bers for the 10% pound class, and 
the five best sets of targets in the 
Heavy Varmint Rifle class make up 
the five team members for the 13% 
pound class. Therefore, every IBS 
member that registered and fired a 
complete aggregate in the Champion- 
ships at Fassett this year became a 
possible member of the USA team 
for 1972. Those targets are, at this 
point in time, being worked on by the 
IBS official Measuring Committee. It 
should be noted that measurements 
made by the IBS Measuring Com- 
mittee are the measurements that 
will be used for Postal Match score, 
and may therefore be different than 
range measurements. 

At the end of the shooting season, 
the Canadian and Australian teams 
are selected, using methods those 
nations have established and which 
have been approved by the IBS Ex- 
ecutive Board. These targets are for- 
warded to me and, after recording 
basic information such as team mem- 
ber name, class, and range measure- 
ments are forwarded to the IBS 
official Measuring Committee for 
final measurement. This procedure 
has been approved by the Canadian 
and Australian benchrest shooting 
groups, so far as final measurements 
are concerned. Team placements are 
thus established. Results are for- 
warded to each nation’s chairman 
and awards made. Each team re- 
ceives an award — placement awards 
are finished in Gold, Silver, and 
Bronze. 

The 1971 Postal Matches were won 
by the USA team, and awards were 
made to the team members during the 
award ceremony at Fassett during 
this year’s Championships. Awards 
were furnished by the Australian 
group. The 1972 awards are being 
obtained by the IBS Awards Com- 
mittee at this time. 

As can be seen from the above, it 
takes a great deal of coordination 
and work by a number of people to 
achieve a smooth and correctly run 
Postal Match. Without the help of 
Jack Deming in controlling targets 
at Fassett, the IBS Measuring Com- 
mittee, and the Awards Committee, 
it just would not be possible.
